The 
proprictor of the papor makes no mquiry 
and the slandor appears for tho gratification, 
T inst suppose, of ‘the readers of the World. 
‘The defendant appoars to think this makes 
his case better; but to me and my colleagues 
it acoms to make it worse. To open a sort 
of “fiow’s mouth” into which all the per- 
agonal gossip ‘of what ia pleased to call itself 
. society”? is to be ‘shot’ anonymously, 
and to take no trouble to inquire into the 
truth of what is published—oné cannot 
suppose a, system more certain ty lend, as 
it has led in this case, to the publication of 
cruel slander and storics tending to the 
discomfort and unhappiness of those who 
are tho subjects of them, Tt lias been often 
said thot it is the publisher, not the 
inventor, of scandal who docs tho real 
mischief ; aud the defendant, to my mind, 
adds to, rathor than diminishes, his respunsi- 
* bility by the course which ho has pursued. 
"But more than this, He has stated that 
he had no idea that this paragraph, inta 
the truth of which, he took no_pains ‘to 
inquire, applied to the Earl of Lonsdale.

nothing that may aoom to envour of exccesive 
soverity,” . 

Tf the sentence dues not check in 
some meusure this  Iusiness iu 
personalities, it will at ui) events make 
those persons who are responsible for 
their publication a little more careful, 
A few weeks ago, when writin; about 
personal journalism, we said: * Another 
equally objectionulle feature of the 
society juuraals is the personal reeri- 
minations of the editors, One of these 
highly intelligent gentlemen wiites 
about half a column to correct a trum- 
pery lapata celami of another; they 
question each other’s peography, history 
and graminar, until the reader must 
begin to believe that nothing Jess than 
the fate of the world depends on each 
scribbler's eiforts to demonstrate his 
own cleverness.. ‘They po-sess sulticient 
ability and self respect to be superior to 
vulgar persouulities, but they entirely 
ignore the thet that in these days of 
steam and electricity, when sound and 
varied knowledge hus become 60 essen- 
tial, men cutmot. afford to waste their 
time over personal quilblings. ‘The

A reporter of the Naw York Tribune. call- 
ed the attention of President Lynch,.of the 
United States Klectrio Illuminating Com- 
qainy, to tho action of the Fire Comuniasi- 
oners in asking the Board of Aldermen to 
pass an ordinaney that all electric: light 
wires by Jiid underground in the fotara and 
that the wires uow inuse be removed to the 
opposite side of the atreets from the wires of 
the Fire Department, Mr. Lynch said : 

Tt ia ll rubbish, Tho wires of both’ 
clcetyic light companice have not done $200 
werth of damage in four years, » There 
hasn't been o fire alarm box bumed out by 
the electric wires in more than n year.“ Thet 


pelagy of accidents is extreimoly rare, Would 


yon stup tenms from going through Broad. 
way hecanse a horse runs away ovcusionally 
and harta somebody ? The strong.current in 
our wires do¢s not interfere with the work- 
ing of the fire alarm wirea, The Metropo- 
litan Telephone Company allows neto placo 
our wires beside its wires, and eight of cur 
heavy wires with their strong currents are 
running closé to the smalt telephone wires. 
Do you suppose that the firealarm service is 
injured, if telephonic communication is not 
harmed by our wires. The Police Depart- 
ment differs from the Fire Department, for 
the police authorities have recently. asked 
permission to stretch thoir telouraph wires 
on our poles. a 

R.. W, Aborn, treasurer of the Brush 
Bectrie Light Company, said on thoaul:ject : 

‘Tho servieo of the Fire Department is not 
injured at all by our wires, At least, it’s 
the fault of the department if its wires aro 
injtred by ours, and J don’t sea -how wo 
can be held responsible if tho department 
does not take proper caro’ of its wires, Wo 
were’ given permission to place our wires 
where they are, and that permission cannot 
be tuken away in the manner proposed. 
Whenever we placed our wires it is done 
with the aanction of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters. Insurance men will tell you 
‘everywhere that the electric light is much 
safer than yas. \
